e) The CCG holds the right to ascertain whether 
vehicles/items requested for condemnation is 
fit for condemnation or not. The Committee’s 
decision will be final and abiding on all the 
departments intending to condemn. 
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2. The site visit of the committee members as 
mentioned at point 1. (c) above, shall be based on 
the type of items and the expertise required to 
ascertain the condition/valuation of the items to be 
condemned. However, the proceedings of the 
inspection shall be recorded in the format 
prescribed in the notified policy in consultation and 
with approval of all the members of the committee. 


3. During the time of inspection, atleast 60% of 
the committee members i.e. minimum 7 members 
shall be present at the site.
